Senate Investigators today pro- 
duced a document, seized In the 
1945 Amerasia raids, which re- 
ferred to information 
received 


from Career Diplomat John S. 
Service on. two "top secret" war- 
time messages 
from President 
Roosevelt to Chiang Kai-shek. 
The document was put in evi- 


dence by Senator Hickenlooper (R- 
Jowa) at a public hearing by a 
senate foreign relations subcom- 
mittee 
investigating charges 
by 
Senator McCarthy 
(R-Wis) that 
Service collaborated. with 
Com- 


munists. 
' 
Service was in the witness chair 
when Hickenlooper produced the 
material. 
Hickenlooper described the pa- 
per as a copy of one of the docu- 
ments seized'by the FBI when its 
agents raided the New York of- 
fices of Amerasia. a' magazine no 
longer published, and found hun- 
dreds of secret government papers. 
A justice department 
notation 
en the material quoted the state 
department as saying "This Is a 
personal note and not an official 
government document." 
It was not Immediately brought 
out at the seate hearings just who 
allegedly had prepared the note. 
Before Hickenlooper produced 
it, Service had denied he ever

Reds Too Weak To 
War, Dulles States 


TOKYO, June 22— UP)— John Fos-» 


ter Dulles said today the "captive 
world" of rCommunism is too weak 
to seek war now with the 
free 


world. 
i 
The Republican adviser to the 
state department told the Ameri- 
can Chamber of Commerce the 
immediate danger to free coun- 
tries Is that they may be taken 
over from within by small, dis- 
ciplined Communist minorities. 
Dulles' address came amid these 
other rapid-fire developments In- 
volving the United States' position 
In troubled Asia: 
(1) General MacArthur and Dul- 
les conferred for 90 minutes. 
It 
was learned they were In virtually 
complete agreement on necessity 
for prompt American aid for Red- 
threatened Formosa and the need 
for a peace 'treaty for Japan. 


(2) MacArthur, it also was learn- 


ed, was pleased with the outcome 
of his conference Monday with De- 
fense Secretary Johnson and Gen- 
eral Omar N. Bradley, chairman 
of the U. S. joint chiefs of staff. 
MacArthur advocated sending U. 
S. military equipment to the Chi- 
nese Nationalists on Formosa to 
be administered by an American 
military mission. He maintained 
that American positions on nearby 
Okinawa and the Philippines would 
be threatened if the Chinese Reds 
took -Formosa. 


(3) Johnson, accompanied 
by 
Bradley, flew to Okinawa to In- 
spect key air bases on that bat- 
tle famed island. Johnson com- 
mented the Americans were go- 
Ing to stay on Okinawa "for a 
long time." Later he and Brad- 
ley returned to Tokyo, Japan's 
ancient capital, for an overnight 
stay. Dulles met during the af- 
ternoon with Japanese 
Prime 
Minister Shlgeni Yoshlda 
after 
talking with other Japanese of- 
ficials.

Rayon Plant Is 
Violence Scene 


MORRISTOWN, Tenn., June 22. 


— Iff1) — Three men were wounded 
by gunfire at the American Enka 
Corporation today and two hours 
later a barrage of gunfire shatter- 
ed windows in the strike harassed 
rayon producing plant. 


Gunfire erupted at 7 a. m. dur- 
ing a change of shifts at the plant, 
scene of recurrent disorders since 
the CIO Textile Workers Union 
Local 1054 went on strike March 
28 In support of a wage increase 
and other benefits. 
Three men 
were felled in this firing. 


The rattle of gunfire was heard 
again shortly after 9 a. m. when, 
plant officials said, bullets appar- 
ently were fired from a highway 
leading to the main gate. Windows 
were shattered by these slugs but 
no one was injured. 


The official said at the time of 
the second outbreak about 60 to 76 
men were milling around the gate 
armed with rifles, shotguns and 
pistols. 
The state highway patrol imme- 
diately sent 70 heavily armed pa- 
trolmen with gas bombs speeding 
to the trouble center,

Official Review 
Of Church Issues 
Due In Hungary

BUDAPEST, Hungary, June 22 


—(/P)—Hungary's Roman Catholic 
bench of bishops has asked for an 
official, review of "church ques- 
tions" in a step interpreted as a 
surrender of the church's long 
resistance to the government. 
The fact that the government 
itself announced the church move 
officially indicates that the gov- 
ernment will accept it as a sur- 
render, demand that the bishops 


. take an oath of allegiance to 
Hungary's constitution, and In- 
struct Its clergy to 
sign 
the 
"Stockholm 
peace 
petitions," 


calling for outlawing of atomic 
weapons. 
(ThH bench of bishops is the 
highest ecclesiastic authority of 
the Catholic church in Hungary 
since its primate Josef Cardinal 
Mindszenty was jailed for life in 
1949 
on 
treason 
and 
spying 


charges). 


The bishops decided two days 
ago to ask the government 
for 


conferences at which heads of 63 
religious orders should also be 
present. They would represent the 
11,000 monks and nuns in 636 clois- 
ters and monasteries in Hungary. 


Two weeks ago Jozsef Revai, 


minister of peoples education, cli- 
maxed a bitter campaign of press 
and radio attacks on the Catholic 
clergy bv declaring that they were 
"imperalist agitators and reaction- 
ary 'newsmongers." He raised the 
question whether the country could 
tolerate their existence further. 


After Revai's speech, many clois- 
ters and monasteries were order- 
ed evacuated and their occupants 
were transferred to other religious 
centers.

, Gillette is chairman of the senate 
subcommittee* on privileges and 
elections, which has the duty of 
policing this year's elections of 
36 senators. 
In a statement, Gillespie said 


his group "is willing and ready to 
investigate and report on-any spe- 
cific complaints on matters which 
come within its jurisdiction." 


Details on the complaints already 


made were not disclosed although 
Gillette said his group "has receiv- 
ed numerous complaints in writ- 
ing and by personal report of the 
alleged huge expenditures of money 
in connection with nominating pri- 
maries or conventios for the office 
of United State senator in several 
states." 


"The subcommittee docs not 
want to anticipate contested elec- 
tions, nor encourage these con- 
tests," Gillette said. "But It feels 
that It would be derelict In Its 
duty if it failed to take some ac- 
tion to develop the facts relative 
to the expenditures of such sums 
In any of the state jurisdictions 
for the nomination to a seat In 
the United States senate." 


Gillette noted that newspaper 


reports filed with the committee 
on the recent Republican primary 
election in Pennsylvania listed "ex- 
penditures of 
between $1,500,000 


and $2,000,000 in the senatorial con- 
test have been reported by the 
candidates to proper state author- 
ities." 
• Gov. James Duff won the Penn- 
sylvania GOP senatorial nomina- 
tion in a bitter battle with Rep. 
Kunkel (R-Pa).

phur Springs. W. Va. 
The president at first refused 
to comment on Lausche's state- 
ment. 
Then he was asked what 


would do if he were in Ohio.

Speaking in measured 
terms, 


Truman said he would vote the 
straight Democratic . ticket just as 
he always does. 
In connection with the lunch' 


eon, 
Truman made plain that 
Governors J. Strom Thurmond 
of South Carolina and Fielding 
Wright of Mississippi were not 
Invited to attend. 
Wright and Thurmond headed 
the States' Rights ticket which 
opposed the regular Democratic 
ticket which nominated and elect- 
ed Truman in 1948.

International Authority To Supervise 
Arms Reduction Is Proposed by U. S. 


LAKE SUCCESS, June 22— UP)— 
The United States asked the Uni- 
ted Nations today to set up an in- 
ternational authority to supervise 
and check on the reduction and 
regulation of ordinary arms and 
armed forces. 
The proposal has been circulated 
among delegates to the U. N. com- 
mission for 
conventional 
arma- 
ments in preparation for a discus- 
sion by the commission's working 
committee. 


Conventional arms are 
rifles, 
artillery, naval and aircraft and 
almost all other weapons except 
the atom bomb and weapons of 
mass destruction. 
The U. S. 
document proposes 
that a conventional arms adminis- 
tration 
should 
be made up 
of 


countries represented in the UN 
security council. Functioning at 
UN headquarters, it would receive 
information on arms from 
each 


nation, check on the Information, 
and report violations of the arms 
code as they are found. 


The administration would oper- 


ate on simple majority rule, with- 
out any veto power, but its deci- 
sions would have to be passed on 
by the security council, in 
which 


the five big powers and permanent 
members have a veto. 


Outside Forces Must Lift Hated Red 
Yoke Off Czechs, Reporter Declares 


NEW YORK, 
June 
22—UP)— 


Most Czechoslovaks 
hate 
their 


present Communist masters 
but 


the outside world will have to lift 
the Red yoke from the Czech neck 
if they are to be freed. 


So concludes New York Times 
correspondent 
Dana 
Adams 
Schmidt in a series of dispatches 
written from Vienna after he fled 
from Prague recently to escape 
possible arrest In a spy roundup. 
The Communists in 
February, 


1948, 
took control of Czechoslova- 


kia, a prewar republic which tried 
to act as a bridge between the post- 
war east and west in Europe. To- 
day, 
except for the 
heroic few, 
"the Czechoslovak resistance 
is 
mostly in 
the 
mind," Schmidt 
writes. 


The country, Schmidt continues, 


is in much the same stage of sub- 
jection as it was under the Nazis. 
But the Communist police state is 
more complete and affecta indivi- 
dual lives more. 


Schmidt writes thus: 
People disappear suddenly, 
to 


forced labor camps or to go before 
courts manned by Communist-in- 
doctrinated 
"People's 
Judges." 
The Catholic churcn has lost 
its 
press and schools. Its bishops are 
prisoners in their homes and 
its 


lower ranking clergy have been 
forced to sign oaths of allegiance 
to the Red regime. 
The state is rapidly eliminating 
private 
enterprise and tailing 
over the 
country's 
economy 
With the profit 
motive 
gone, 
shops are shoddy and goods are 
second rate. So Is food. 
The 
press has but a single, govern- 
ment-dictated, tiresome voice. 
Because of her capitalistic past, 


Czechoslovakia still enjoys a stan- 
dard of living higher than any oth- 
er Communist country. But 
the 
Russians, fearing unfavorable com- 
parisons, are likely to reduce the 
Czech level deliberately "to 
the 


bleaker Russian standards." 


The arms commission is one of 


the 30 UN organizations hit by the 
Soviet walkout-strike over refusal 
to unseat Nationalist China 
and 
admit the Chinese Communists. 
The 
Russians disagreed with 
the western powers, however, on 
how to cut armaments .and arm- 
ed forces even before they walk- 
ed out. The cold war has 
sty- 


mied the commission since Its 
start in 1947. 
The commission is continuing its 
work but dele-gates generally say 
that no decisions can be effective 
until everyone is present. 
They 


hope that by working on they can 
lay the groundwork for an arms 
reduction program. 
Tax Bill's Fate 
Is Uncertain At 
Hands Of Truman 


WASHINGTON, June 22— UP)— 


President Truman declined today 
to say whether he would sign or 
veto the tax bill now pending in 
congress. He noted that it may be 
changed a lot before it ever reach- 
es him. 
Asked at a news conference what 


he thinks about the bill, Truman 
said he never expresses his atti- 
tude on such measures until con- 
gressional 
action has been com- 


pleted. 
Then, he added the tax bill Is 
subject to a lot of changes. 
The hill has just been complet- 
ed by the house ways and means 
committee 
The house will vote 


on It next week. Once passed by 
the house, the measure would go 
to the senate which could re- 
write it entirely. 
The bill cuts excise taxes by an 


estimated $1,010,000,000 a year and 
raises taxes on big corporations. 


A house vote is set tentatively 


for next Wednesday. 
Top Democrats predicted 
pas- 
sage and voiced hope the 
senate 


\vill act in time for the tax reduc- 
tions to become effective Septem- 
ber 1 on fur coats, jewelry, mo- 
vies, cosmetics, pocketbooks, trav- 
el tickets, and scores 
of 
other 
items. 


The bill cuts in helf the 20 Per 


cent tax on many retail items and 
exempts some from any tax at all. 


Attlee Staking 
Cabinet Life On 
Schuman Policy 


LONDON, June 22.—UP)—Prime 


Minister Clement Attlee called on 
parliament today for a vote of con- 
fidence in his Schuman plan pol- 
icy. 


Attlee and five of his. ministers 


laid before the House of Commons 
a motion asking unqualified sup- 
port of the government's decision 
to remain out of the six-nation 
talks in Paris on pooling West- 
ern Europe's coal and steel indus- 
tries. 


The motion by Attlee and his 


ministers is in the form of an 
amendment submitted two days ago 
by Conservative Leader Winston 
Churchill and Liberal Party Chief 
Clement Davies. 
Debate 
opens 


Monday and the vote is expected 
the following day. 


A gavernment defeat would mean 


dissolution of parliament and new 
general elections. 
Labor has a 


working majority of eight In the 
House, with some members on the 
sick list, but government circles 
expect some Conservatives will ab- 
stain from voting. 


Britain stayed out of the current 


Paris talks on the Schuman plan 
because of aversion to committing 
herself in advance to the princi- 
ple of a high authority over coal 
and steel whose decisions would be 
binding. 


HOUSE MUST

Emergency Steps

Truman Says U.S. 
Can't Afford 70 
Group Air Force

President Truman said today the 
country can not pay for.a.70 group 
air force. The p.r.e.'.'^iie'tit made this 
observation at : a- news conference 
in commenting on pending legisla- 
tion in congress to authorize that 
strength' for the air arm. 


Truman said it didn't make any 


difference how many air groups 
were authohrlzed—that the ques- 
tion was how many the budget 
would allow. 


Asked whether 
the 
country 


could pay for an air force tliat 
large and stay within its budget 
he said the country can't pay for 
70 groups. 
The legislation in congress-does 


not say that the air force should 
have 70 groups. It merely sets that 
as the ceiling for air strength. The 
actual size of the air force, under 
the bill, would depend in the end 
on how much money congress ap- 
propriated for it.

UP)—Secretary of State Acheson de- 
clared today the United States and 
its allies "are on the threshold of a 
new period" in their quest 
for 


peace. 
Despite the obstacle posed by the 


"Inordinate 
ambition" of Soviet 


leaders, he said, war is not inevita- 
ble."We are building our strength," 
Acheson said In a speech 
pre- 
pared for the Harvard Universi- 
ty Alumni Asoclation, "In order 
that we may eliminate the condi- 
tions which would give rise to 
war, and we are on the threshold 
of a new period In the successful 
forward movement of this 
ef- 
fort. 
"We face this new period 
with 


confidence, but we must be very 
clear in our- minds about our pur- 
poses in times that lie ahead." 


Declaring that it is "the determ- 
ined purpose of this country, 
and 


of the like minded nations working 
with us, to prevent war," Acheson 
asserted: "We do not arm for pur- 
poses of conquest. Our strength la 
a shield, whose purpose is twofold. 
"First, our strength is essential 
to a progressive and 
successful 


resolution of the difficulties which 
today beset the international com- 
munity x x x . 
"The 
second 
purpose of our 
strength is to enable us to carry 
ahead a creative relationship with 
the other nations of the free world." 
He 
said that "Democracy is a 
dynamic idea in the world," and 
added:

after the accident. She 
either jumped or fell from 
the 
upstairs loge seats In front of the 
balcony. She was not In the area 
where the plaster fell. No one 
was certain In 
the 
confusion 


which followed the crash. 
Her husband, Dr. Robert Case, 


a staff member of the Palo Alto 
Hospital, said her injuries consist- 
ed of a possible concussion, possi- 
ble internal Injuries and a broken 
finger. First report that her legs 
were broken in the 30-foot drop to 


the main floor were not borne out 
by hospital examination. 


Six other persons were taken to 
the Palo Alto Hospital and eight 
to the San Mateo Community Hos- 
pital.

sorghum doesn't blow itself into 
as Mir kernels as popcorn. Pop 
sorghum expands itself by about 
15 times original size. Popcorn ex- 
pands 25 to 30-fold. 


R. E. Karper heads the sorghum 


project at Texas A. and M. He 
says pop-sorghum is handier for 
caramel and 
candy 
confections 


than popcorn, is just as tastv and 
nutritious, and also become nopular 
as a breakfast food. 


Pop-sorghum was developed by 


crossing two varieties of sorghum

West Texas ranchers want 


something done to stop the prolific 
growth of nuisance brush in their 
part of the country. 
Discussing the problem with Ag- 
riculture Department officials were 
Clayton Puckett and Horace Faw- 
cett of Del Rio. 


Rep. 
Fisher (D-Tex), who ac- 
companied the pair in their con- 
ference with Assistant Secretary of 
Agriculture Knox T. Hutchinson, 
said that Mesqiute brush covers 
some 55,000,000 acres in West Tex- 
as and its density has doubled in 
the past 15 years. 
The ranchers told of privately- 
conducted experiments in Texas in 
which a chemical has been spray- 
ed from planes with limited suc- 
cess. 
"It is a serious problem," Fisher 


told a reporter. 
"The more dense the brush, the 
less sunshine on the ground and 
the less grass available for cattle 
and sheep."

said Hutchinson could 
make no commitments as to what 
the department might do, but indi- 
cated extensive research may be 
conducted to find some chemical

brush, but leaves grasses unharm- 
ed.

What is good 'music? The 


discussion 
is endless and 


•without decision, for there 
are many schools of thought, 
and few converts are won 
from one to another. It be- 
gins to appear that the radio, 
instead of promoting, & uni- 
versal form, of 
acceptable 


music, has introduced furth- 
er differences of opinion. 


All this enters 
into the 


fate of PM radio, introduced 
a few years ago and expect- 
ed at the time to revolution- 
ize radio broadcasting. So 
far FM has not made much 
impression. Mostly this is be- 
cause music lovers have fail- 
ed to embrace it in the an- 
ticipated great numbers, or 
so the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission has 
been 


told by Dr. Frank Stanton, 
president .of 
the Columbia 


Broadcasting System. 
He 


said the more faithful -repro- 
duction .of' music offered by 
FM has failed to. create the 
•wide demand which was:an- 
ticipated. -Listeners, seem'to 
prefer the : deep-voiced AM 
radio, -with 'its unnatural 
predominance- of :bass notes. 
., This is confusing to 
the 


technicians who have spent 
years trying to perfect more 
faithful systems of . Repro- 
duction. And it contributes 
nothing at all to the. settlie- 
ment of the question: "What 
is good music?" But as long 
as we have music, and dif- 
ference of opinion about it, 
we ,need riot fear the warn- 
ing of Shakepheare:

against Great Britain. Other- 
wise he would not be recov- 
ering so well from sciatica 
and pneumonia in his 80th 
year.

Smuts is a statesman of .prov- 
ed' ability. 
The 
generous 


gesture of 1906> whereby the 
British turned the govern- 
ment of South Africa back to 
the Boers whom they had 
conquered in the field, was 
rewarded by his aid to Great 
Britain in World War I. 
With his old companion at 
arms,-Louis Botha, he 
put 


do.wn a Boer rebellion; he 
later served in the British

He is a philoso- 
pher, having worked but a 
theory of life which, he calls 
holism.

France and Orlando was not 
so vital a figure as the gov-

When he 
was refused he walked out 
dramatically, thus anticipat- 
ing today's frequent Russian 
behavior. Eventually he re- 
turned, much less dramatic- 
ally; but with so weakened 
a hold on public opinion at 
home that his government 
fell' even before the peace 
treaty was signed.

Son- 
nino, whose inflexibility may

ELDERS NOT WANTED 
That a worker's age has 


little to do with his capabili- 
ties on a job, up to a point, 
is the belief of Ewan Clague, 
the 
government's commis- 


sioner of labor statistics. 


The recent drop in unem- 


ployment has not affected 
the large group aged 45 and 
over, and experts fear that a 
permanent class of unem- 
ployed 
is being created. 


"More flexible 'hiring prac- 
tices will be needed," says 
Mr. Claque "in which artiii- 
cial barriers based on chron- 
ological age rather than fit- 
ness for the job must Lie lift- 
ed."

This question is brought 


to mind by reports from 
Frankfort 
which 
describe 


the -young people of West- 
ern Germany as 
apathetic 


and i g n o r a n t ' concerning 
such matters. They have no 
knowledge of what goes on 
at Bonn and most of them 
when questioned 
revealed 


that they did not know the 
names of their representa- 
tives there. 


This situation bodes ill for 


democracy in Germany. An 
informed public is the first 
requisite for successful gov- 


ernment, and this age group, 
under 30, which showed the 
least 
interest 
and know- 


ledge, should be alert to the 
possibilities of their future, 
and ready to for it. The re- 
cent Russian success with 
Hitler's methods has shown 
what can be done with these 
young people. It w a sad 
commentary on their men- 
tality and moral state. 


IMPROVING THE 


CALENDAR 


• What happens when Me- 
morial Day comes, as it did 
this year, on Tuesday? Ac- 
cording to Miss Elizabeth 
Achelis, president 
of the 


World Calendar Association, 
t w e l v e per cent of the 
workers fail to appear at 
thar jobs on Monday. Any 
such isolated holiday is a 
temptation to employees to 
extend the week-end. If a re- 
formed calendar were adopt- 
ed, January, April, July and 
Octo.ber would always start 
on a Sunday and would have 
31 days. The other months 
would have 3Q, and every 
calendar date would fall on 
the same day of the week. 
If Memorial Day fell on 
a Thursday, it could be shift- 
ed to come on Friday or Mon- 
day. 
There is no inherent 


reason . why this 
holiday 


should come on May 30 in- 
stead "of May 29 or 31. 


Calendar reform is an.al- 


luring project. There are re- 
ligious dfificulties, and per- 
haps others. But part at least 
of its program might be put 
into effect without in-.urring 
excessive objection.

the air force and the army over 
the role of each service in defense 
preparations.

down on its air role and blocked 
the proposed construction of a 
super aircraft carrier.

Truman,

There was widespread specula-
